KILLING AN INDUSTRY. ~ 


Those who are interested in China's industrial develop- 
ment will regret to learn that at the moment mining enter- 
prise in South China isin rather a:doll way. We presume 
that the same could be said of China generally, but our 
present observations have reference to the South because of 
‘what has recently been told us by one who is fully 
acquainted with the actual conditions prevailing. In 
Kwangsi. by reason of the military movements, operations 
are practically at a standstill, whilst in Kwangtung the 
industry is still much hampered by interference on the 
part of ininor officials and military leaders. Both pro- 
vinces are known to be rich in mineral wealth, but facilities 
for development. whether sought by Chinese or foreigners, 
are far from what they should -be. In fact, the policy of 
obstruction is as rmuch of a handicap to-day as it has been 
for many years past. _ . 

What appears to happen in the majority of cases is 
‘that, after a concession bas been secured, work commences, 
but no sooner does output begin than officialdom, whether 
~ in the form of military leaders or local officials, turns its 
attention to this new sourceof potential revenue. Apart 
from the usual internal taxes, which have always to be 
borne, the mined metal is subject to all manner of 
imposts en route before it reaches the point of ex- 
_port. Atevery new district through which it passes some 
official or military officer imposes a definite tax per 
pico], with the result that thecost of transport is pushed 
up to absurd limits. To takea case in point, we are told 
that during the wolfram boom the military at various 
stages taxed the metal, for the purpose of securing funds 

_ with which to meet soldiers’ arrears of pay, to such ap 
ext at that by the time it reached Canton it was costing 
$65 per picul. The result was that the business was com- 
‘pletely ruined and a promising industry killed. That, we 
are informed, is typical of what is occurring in the mining 
industry just now, and with the facts thus, it need hardly 
be wondered at that mining development in China is so 

and‘ancertain, 

“Evils‘guch as these are the problems thet need most 


' attention from the authoritiés just now. The curse of 


militarism, which, unhappily, is not confined to any. one 
section of the country, is at the.root of much of the 
trouble. But official corruption is another big factor. 
Such polities as interference with important industries, in 
the vexatious manner we have indicated, are absolutely 
suicidal. Not only are foreign euterprises injuriously 
‘affected thereby, but native projects are also killed, “to sa 
nothing of the mischief caused by throwing * sbourers 
out of profitable employment. If the Southern authorities 
wish to give evidenca of a desire to help-in thedevelopment 

the territories under their contro!,.they can have no 
finer: opportupity than-in régard to the encouragement of 
‘mining and the freeing of the industry from stultifying

General Tanaka, who has been 
tisiting the Philippines, emerged 
scatheless from the attempt of 
two Koreans at Shanghai to 
assassinate him as he atepped aff 
tha terder from the Pine Tree 
State. Unheppily, a lady who 
was tonricg the world with her 
busband was fatally shot and 
other bystanders were woonted, 
which illustrates - how people 
entirely unconnected with the 
alleged grievance are méde the 
victims af these insane onjraces. 
Subsequent invest gations show. 
ed Koreans at Shanghai to have 
& quantity, of * ex- 
plosives, the Custom House 
authorities discovering » bomb 
said to have bean intended for 
Ganeral Tansks, while the police 
of the Freiah Concession un- 
earthed bombs and = 1 istols. 
Assassins ion belongs to the mast 
dastardly category, and this 
project was no less inssneate. 
Haa it socc-eded, it would hove 
been worsa than futile to the 
cause of Korea. The people of 
that land cannotexpect cithar to 
perzuade or intimidate Japan by 
such ac’s, and assuredivy thes are 
nat likely to arouse the sympatby 
of otber countries. As to the 
residence of Koreans in Shanghai, 
such atrocities are an abuse ol 
hospitality. The forgign Settle- 
ments permit sanctuary to poli- 
tical refugees not to assassins. 
For some time the “ Provisianal 
Government of Korea” has been 
located at the northern port, and 
it will ba important to ssa whether 
the assailants wera connected 
with that body. 


Servants” Wages. 

The discussion on the question 
of paying houseboys for the period 
ofthestrikecontinues. The Hon. 
Mr. H.E. Pollock, K.C., in a letter 
published in yesterday's issue, 
recommends holding the emovnt 
in hand until the end of the sear 
as a pledge of good behariour, 
which is on the Hines of '* Hong- 
kongite’s” proposal, pub ished the 
previous day, except that our 
Senior Unofficial Member con- 
templates ths retention of the 
som for a lengthy period... A 
view thas hes obtained consider- 
able currency is that there should 
ba no deduction, because the boys 
and amabs acted under intimirs- 
Though such is rot, of 
gpurse. the intent of those who 
advance this argement, its 
purport is thst thousands of boys 
should bs taught to Took upon 
constituted autbority 2 
cypher instead of as # means 
of protection egainst the 
handful of intimidators. Rumour 
bas spoken of a further strike, 
and, while treating this for the 
present simply as rumour, it is} 
as well to remember the strike- 
pay question. If the boys were’ 
to come out again not of their 
own volition but in bind 
obedience ta orders, we ought, 
according tothe lineof argument 
mentioned, to again welcome 
them back with oper arms afd 
fall pay. As ® matter of vx- 
pediency it may be advisable to 
grant full pay in respeat of the 
present mooth, whether the 
difference is handed, over in- 
mediately or in a few months’ 
time; but the boys should te 
giver clearly to undorstacd tha: 
it is an ergracia peymen:. 
However, residents will no doub: 
deal with cases entirely on-thsir 
merits.

“Both air transport and “war in 
the sir” are to bo revolutionised 
br aneirship to be builtin Italy, 

It is the invention of Signor 
Vaugear. Instead of using gas 
thatisligbter than air to make 
his sirsbip rise, he creates s 
vacuum, by means of pumps, in- 
side the airship. which con 
sequently becomes lighter than 
aiz, The joumner from London 
to New York could be covered in 
18 hours ‘with one of these new 
wonders. 


Scisntists bave been working 
on these linea for many years, 
but always, when success has 

eemed near at hand, - their 
models have collapsed owing to 
the enormous pressure of the 
atmosphere. This amounts, with 
a perfect vacuum, to 15lb, to the 
square inch, on the.,outside of 
the ship. 

Signor Vaugean claims to have 
overcome this difficulty by buitd- 
ing his airship in three sections, 
one inside the other. The space 
between tha outsideof the airship 
andthe first interior hull is ex. 
hausied of eo certain portion of 
its air, the next space is still 
more exhausted, while in the 
centre compartment of tha ship 
the vacuum is made as perfect 
as possible.

NATIONAL CHRISTIAN 
CONFERENCE. 


The Coming Gathering at . 
Shanghai. - 


Church circles in Shanghai and 
indeed throughout China are al- 
ready deeply occupied with the 
great National Caristian Con- 
ference which is to meet here in 
the Town Hall from May 2 to 11 
next.. That notbing like it has 
ever been attempted previously 
will ba seen from the fact that 
500 missionaries and 500 Chinese 
delegates are to take part. 

The geaeral indication of the 
inquiries of the conference is 

*The Chinese Church: its pras- 
eot ttate; its future task; its 
message; its leadership : its 
national organization.” At the 
outset the significance of the first 
three words will be noticed. As 
we bave more than once pointed 
out in speaking of the status ex- 
clusively of the Anglican Church, 
the stage in which we speak of 

the Church in China” is 
rapidly passing ‘to that which 
will be known as “the Church 
of Chins.” This is equally truo of 
what are commonly called the 
undenominational Churches. As 
& whole, the body of those Chinese 
who profess and call themselves 
Chritians is becoming large sod 
vital.
